SPEND LESS ON COPS 
I cannot describe my disappoint- 
ment with the Eugene City Council bud- 
get. As expected the increase in police 
spending has not worked, still they need 
more patrol cars, officers and beds. 
Recently, when my family members 
were in crisis and could seriously be 
hurt, they did not call the police because 


they fear police violence and know the 
police offer no actual solutions. They 
stay in abusive situations because they 
know that the police can only hurt and 
not help them. Many of the calls to EPD 
revolve around violence like this, but 
what resources beyond the jail do we 
have as acommunity? 

We don't have beds at the shelter. 
You're not going to find a therapist 
without a long wait or find an afford- 
able apartment so you can leave and live 
safely away from the violence. If you’re 
having a mental breakdown, there are 
no inpatient beds or services to help 
you. 

The only answer given is further po- 
licing. Never have I heard the City Coun- 
cil discuss trauma-informed practices 
around building community safety. We 
have an amazing program in CAHOOTS, 
but the city refuses to disentangle the 
funding from EPD, confusing the priori- 
ties, and won't offer a direct line to this 
service in a meaningful way. 

There are mass amounts of research 
and information around the impacts of 
policing in our communities from the 
people most affected by it. There are 
other paths to safety that are not just 
increasing the police budget year after 
year after year. 

There is a free course about the pris- 
on industry at WorthRises.org. You have 
an obligation to fully educate yourself 
for the sake of our community and fu- 
ture. I don't want to live in a police state, 
and I see nothing in the city's actions or 
planning that is putting any brakes on 
the saturation of policing in our com- 
munity. We can do better and we must. 
Doing the same thing over and over and 
expecting different results is the defini- 
tion of insanity.

SEN. RON WYDEN TALKS POLITICS, POLICY AND FRED MEYER 
WHILE SHARING A ROTISSERIE CHICKEN WITH EUGENE WEEKLY 


lonesome bagged rotisserie chicken sits 
under a heat lamp in the north Eugene 
Fred Meyer. Sen. Ron Wyden, who had 
traveled from a Memorial Day event 
in Medford, exclaims that he’s happy 
to have grabbed the store’s last roast 
chicken on a spit. 

Since his election to the U.S. Senate in 1996, Wyden says 
he’s been driven to hold meetings throughout the state 
and surpassed 1,000 town hall meetings by late 2021. But 
Fred Meyer, he tells Eugene Weekly, is where he can meet 
people and grab a rotisserie chicken, a dinner favorite. 

So EW and Wyden shared a lighthearted chicken and 
also talked about weighty national issues, including gun 
control, student loan forgiveness and abortion protec- 
tions — as well as the role Fred Meyer stores have played 
in Wyden's career. 

After the Uvalde, Texas, school shooting, where 19 
children and two teachers were murdered and 17 others 
wounded, Wyden says he's heard from young people in 
Oregon who have grown up with gun violence and feeling 
fed up with active shooter drills. 

“There should be a right to a childhood,” Wyden says. 

Gun reform in Congress, Wyden says, is different this 
time compared to previous school shootings. “We’re 
going to have these next few weeks,” he says, adding that 
senators are ideally at home meeting with constituents. 

Although President Joe Biden told Ulvade mourners 
May 30 that there would be gun control reform coming, 
he has also said that it’s Congress’ job. Wyden says there 
are anumber of reform bills that Congress is working on. 

“We’ve now got a group of Democrats and Republicans 
working to come up with something bipartisan,” he says.

lacking the necessary support to avoid a filibuster. The 
bill would prohibit a transfer of firearms between private 
parties unless a licensed gun dealer, manufacturer or 
importer has possession of the firearm and conducts a 
background check, according to a summary of the bill. 

Wyden says he and Rep. Earl Blumenthal introduced a 
bill that would close a loophole that allows those who have 
been found guilty of domestic abuse to obtain firearms. 
It would end situations "where domestic violence abus- 
ers can keep their gun even when they have restraining 
orders" against them, he says. If the bill passes, he says 
he thinks it could lead to other piecemeal background 
check legislation. 


To Build or To Buy? 


AFTER COMPLETING THE FARMER'S MARKET PAVILION AND PLAZA, 
THE CITY ONCE AGAIN TURNS ITS ATTENTION TO CITY HALL

hen Sarah Medary started work- 
ing for the city of Eugene in 1996 
asa parks maintenance worker, 
oneofhertasks wastotendtothe 
landscaping around the old City 
Hall on Pearl Street. Now, she's 
the city manager, and she has a 

different task: find a new home for Eugene's City Hall. 
The Eugene City Council hasn't conducted city busi- 
ness in a permanent City Hall in 10 years. Now, after 
completingthe $9.3 million Farmer's Market Pavilion and 
Plaza downtown, the city is turning its attention to the 
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absence of a City Hall. While a new City Hall is included 
as a part of the city's *town square concept plan," as of 
right now, its future is unclear, and instead of building a 
City Hall, the council is considering buying one, a deci- 
sion causing some tension as thecity looks at its current 
Lane Community College location. 

So, why doesn't Eugene have a City Hall? In short, it's 
because the council chose to tear it down. 

From 1964 to 2014, Eugene's old City Hall was on Pearl 
Street, two blocks east of the site of the new Farmers 
Market pavilion. In 2004, the city started work on a City 
Hall master plan, and over the next several years, the 





As chair of the Senate Finance Committee, Wyden says 
he’ll likely use the power of the committee to investigate 
whether firearm companies and banking institutions that 
help buyers finance purchases are following the tax law. 

With 44 million Americans dealing with student loans, 
the Biden administration is reportedly considering an 
executive order that would forgive $10,000 of federal 
student loan debt held. 

“There’s also going to be an effort to dramatically 
expand public service opportunities that can drive down 
the debt,” Wyden says. “I’m interested in that.” 

And with the pending U.S. Supreme Court ruling that 
could overturn Roe v. Wade, Wyden says he’s going to work 
toward protecting women’s data. According to a May 17 
letter signed by Wyden and other senators, he criticized 
companies that use cellphone location data to target anti 
abortion ads to women who visit abortion clinics. 

After covering some of the nation’s biggest prob- 
lems, Wyden sat in the plastic chairs and the tan-walled 
dining area at Fred Meyer and reflected on the place that 
stores have had in his career. Among them is meeting 
the namesake owner in the 1970s when Wyden was the 
director for the Oregon chapter of the Gray Panthers, a 
senior citizens-oriented group modeled after the social 
justice-oriented Black Panthers. Speaking with Meyer 
about why Meyer should pay a reduced rate for bus fare, 
Wyden recalls walking him through the economics of it. 

“Finally I had to say, ‘Mr. Meyer, if you felt like it, you 
could probably just buy the bus company,” he laughs. 

Visiting Fred Meyer stores became a tradition as he 
spent more time on the road traveling to and from those 
1,000 or so town hall meetings. And he’s found it to bea 
way to keep up appearances with constituents. 

“It’s always really convenient to say hello to a lot of 
people,” Wyden says. “And if you have a little extra time, 
you buy your toothpaste and socks." m 


council considered several potential upgrades for City 
Hall, including building a new one at the existing City 
Hall site, building at the site of the “Butterfly” parking 
lot, and potentially buying the EWEB administration 
building to use as City Hall. 

Ultimately, the council chose to tear down City Hall 
and build a new one at the existing site. The project 
budget was $15 million. 

Thelast of the old City Hall came down in 2015 while 
thecity conducted its business at the Lane County Public 
Service Building. Medary says that when the old build- 
ing came down, the city had a design in place, had hired 
acontractor, and construction was set to break ground. 

But after the teardown, the city learned price esti- 
mates for the building had soared to $25 million, and 
planning stalled. 

Then, in 2018, the city swapped the old City Hall site 
for the “Butterfly” parking lot site with Lane County. 
According to Medary, part of the reason for the swap 
was the city’s vision ofthe greater Park Blocks area as a 
home for City Hall and the Farmer's Market Pavilion, as 
well as the county’s need for a new courthouse space. The

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city drafted a concept plan for the entire project in 2019, 
which included preliminary designs for a new City Hall 
north ofthe new Farmer's Market Pavilion and an interac- 
tive fountain and performance stage on the Park Blocks. 

The city used Urban Renewal funds, aka tax incre- 
ment financing, to build the pavilion. But a 2016 Urban 
Renewal plan amendment prohibits the use of these 
funds on a new City Hall. 

When project costs for the Farmer's Market pavilion 
jumped to $9.8 million, the city no longer had enough 
funding to cover the Park Blocks improvements and 
City Hall, leading the council to move forward with the 
pavilion and put the other projects on hold. 

Now, Medary says plans have been paused indefinitely 
foraCity Hall north ofthe pavilion, a space that remains 
an empty gravel lot, despite City Hall's inclusion in the 
2019 concept report. 

Medary says the last time the city discussed designs for 
building a City Hall, price estimates for a 31,000 square 
foot building were “probably in the $35 million range.” 

According to the city’s acting communications direc- 
tor Cambra Ward Jacobson, the city has $13.9 million in 
a City Hall reserve account. 

Inan April 22 interview, Mayor Lucy Vinis told Eugene 
Weekly that whether or not City Hall would be built near 
the pavilion was “very much an open question right now,” 
and that the council has not discussed what might go in 
the lot instead of a City Hall. 

The first question for the council, according to Medary 
and Vinis, is whether or not the city wants to continue 
its use of Lane Community College’s Mary Spilde Center 
downtown. Vinis says the city has the option to negotiate 
acontinued lease with LCC or even negotiate a purchase 
agreement, at which point the LCC building would become 
the new City Hall. 

“The first question for council will be: do they want to 
proceed in negotiations with Lane Community College 
and stay where we are, rather than use that north part 
of the block for a City Hall,” Vinis tells EW. “If they make 
that decision, then that north part of the block could 
then have another purpose. We could decide to do some- 
thing else there.” 

The council discussed the city’s lease with LCC, which 
ends in November 2023, during a May 25 work session. 
After Councilor Randy Groves inquired about the possi- 
bility of a purchase, Medary said LCC had indicated the 
school would be “very open” to a long-term lease option. 

Several councilors said they would be interested in 
exploring long term options for the building, including 
Councilor Matt Keating, a former LCC board member, 
who said he would “enthusiastically welcome” further 
conversations about purchasing the building. Vinis agreed. 

“Given how long this City Hall conversation has gone 
on, l'd like to see us move forward on something which 
we've actually already made significant progress on in 
terms of this building and our investment in this build- 
ing,” Vinis says. 

According to Ward Jacobson, the city paid about 
$14,500 a month in the first year ofthe lease and about 
$16,000 a month in the second year ofthe lease. Begin- 
ning Dec. 1, the amount will increase 3 percent per year. 

In 2010, the City Council, acting as the Urban Renewal 
Agency Board, approved the contribution of $8 million 
inDowntown Urban Renewal funds to the Spilde Center 
project, according to Ward Jacobson. 

LCC External Affairs director Brett Rowlett says there 
was "strong support" for continuing the partnership 
with the city at a May 18 LCC Board of Education meet- 
ing, butthat the board had not discussed the possibility 
ofa purchase agreement, and instead the conversation 
focused on maintaining a long-term lease. He says the 
current agreement is working well for LCC because the 
school's enrollment is at an all-time low, and that LCC 
would like to maintain adowntown presence in the building. 

Other users of the building say the city’s presence has 
disrupted the building’s intended function: education.

Aliscia Niles, a faculty member for the Adult Basic 
Skills Education program at LCC, says that when the 
city moved into the building in 2020, the ABSE program, 
along with the English as a Second Language program , 
was moved to the fourth floor from the second floor upon 
returning from remote learning. She says that while the 
fourth floor has the same square footage as the second 
floor, the second floor was designed specifically for adult 
education services, with computer labs and tutoring 
rooms, and that the fourth floor lacks these features. 

*Lane's not following their own vision and mission 
around access, equity and inclusion in this process,” Niles 
says. “There isn't any bigger equity issue than denying 
access to our most diverse students in their learning 
environment." 

Rowlett says the college *worked to ensure there 
would be enough classroom space to meet department 
[needs];" and that the college provided 10 classrooms, 
the number requested by ABSE. 

Niles also says the shift from educational use to office 


space undermines the integrity of future city and LCC 
bonds: voters in the LCC service area agreed to a bond 
that supported the Spilde Center as an education build- 
ing, not as a City Hall. According to Rowlett, LCC used 
$9 million from an LCC bond passed in November 2008 
to partially fund the Spilde Center. 

*Why are we required to problem-solve the City Hall 
issue?" Niles says. *How is this on us, and why are we 
being sacrificed to solve the City Hall problem?" 

Atthe work session, Councilor Emily Semple acknowl- 
edged that the building's design as an educational facil- 
ity could be problematic. 

“This is a fantastic classroom building and I think 
it was built really well," Semple says. “But I think it's a 
horrible office building." 

The Spilde Center is two separate buildings and 
roughly half is academic space, where the city operates, 
and the other halfis student housing. Several councilors 
questioned if a purchase ofthe Spilde Center would also 
include the housing. 

Despite the support for continuing the current City 
Hallarrangement, at least one councilor disagrees. Coun- 
cilor Mike Clark of north Eugene told EW in an interview 
that he thinks the council should purchase the former 
Eugene Water and Electric Board administration build- 
ing near the river to serve as City Hall, an idea he’s been 
pushing for 10 years. 

EWEB relocated its headquarters from the 100,000 
square-foot riverfront building to Roosevelt Boulevard. 
In 2018, EWEB declared the building a “surplus” prop- 
erty — according to city code, this gave the city exclu- 
sive right to bid on the property. According to EWEB 
spokesperson Aaron Orlowski, the city manager initially 
expressed interest. 

Earlier in 2018, the city bought 16 acres of nearby 
riverfront property from EWEB, which is being devel- 
oped into the Downtown Riverfront with a park and 
renovated Steam Plant. 

But previous analyses from the city state that while 
the building would require “minimal renovation” to 
serve as City Hall, it would require city employees to 
“live with less than optimal functional layouts.” In April 
2021, the city waived its exclusive right to negotiate for 
the EWEB property, and the utility opened a public 
proposal process in May. 

Orlowski says the city can still submit a proposal on 
the property, and EWEB will consider the community 
and social function of the building’s future use. 

Medary says the city has not considered submitting 
a proposal to purchase the EWEB building. 

But Clark argues that the EWEB building is the city's 
best financial option, because the city could use River- 
front Urban Renewal money to pay for what the reserve 
can’t. He says he thinks EWEB might sell the building for 
as low as $15 million. 

“At some point, the Riverfront District, the Market 
District and the University District will all be part of 
what is considered a greater downtown,” Clark says. “I 
can't think ofa better setting for City Hall than our river, 
especially when it's so darn much cheaper." 

AttheCity Council work session, Medary did not provide 
an estimated cost for the purchase of the LCC building. 

Medary told the council she *would like to find more 
certainty with our lease" at LCC, pointing out that even if 
thecouncilstarted construction immediately on anew City 
Hall, it wouldn't be finished by the end of 2023. Medary 
said she felt a responsibility to have some certainty about 
the city’s involvement with the building before that date. 

When the Farmer’s Market Pavilion opens June 4, the 
people of Eugene will enjoy a morning of buying fresh 
produce ina shiny new building. But next to the pavilion, 
the gravel lot will remain bare, waiting for a decision about 
what the future of Eugene’s town center will look like. 

“The pavilion is a tremendous community asset, but 
it’s not a substitute for a City Hall,” Vinis says. “We still 
need a City Hall.” .m

an aid station with flavor. She says runners can order 
pizza, quesadillas, rice bowls and more to refuel their 
body during the event. Although most trail races have 
steep elevation gains, the Bristow loopis pretty flat, but 
Janssen says there's a small hill that gets bigger with 
every passing loop, which has been dubbed *Heartbreak 
Hill" after the famous climb at the Boston Marathon. 
Runners at races with designed routes usually don't 
see each other, but the Bristow loop — despite its monot- 
ony — is a way to bring the participants together, no 
matter their paces, she says. The course and the state 
park share the trail with horses. She says the trail will 
have signs notifying equestrians the race is happening, 
but if you’re running, keep an eye out for horse poop.

OREGON BACH FESTIVAL RETURNS TO LIVE PERFORMANCES THIS 


SUMMER

he Oregon Bach Festival returns to 
the stage this month in Eugene after a 
two-year pandemic break with a battle 
ofthe conductors highlighting the big 
three choral works by J.S. Bach.

EUGENE PORCHFEST RETURNS FOR ITS SECOND YEAR WITH 
LOCAL MUSICAL ACTS AND MOVEMENT CLASSES 


ithlongdaysofsummer 
upon us, it's time to 
ick offoutdoor music 
season and soak up 
the sun at the Eugene 
PorchFest. 

In its second year, 
the outdoors-oriented Eugene PorchFest 
is bringing together a variety of local musi- 
cal acts for a five-day festival, which started 
Wednesday, June 1, and runs through Sunday, 
June 5. The festival is held at various locations 
in Eugene-Springfield, and it’s giving some 
newcomer bands longer set times than the 
traditional night venues. 

“Tfelt like they wouldn't want a band named 
Titsweat on their list,” laughs Gracie Schatz, 
bassist and singer for the band in question, 
who’s performing at the festival on Sunday, 
June 5. “I’m really excited that they want us 
to play. We’re stoked.” 

PorchFest events have occurred throughout 
the U.S. for years, from Ithaca, New York, to 
Milwaukie, Oregon. Rather than having shows 
indoors, the spirit of PorchFest is to have musi- 
calacts perform outdoors, though not limited 
to porches. The 2022 Eugene PorchFest’s locations are 
the homes of individuals, ranging in neighborhoods from 
the Whiteaker to south Eugene to downtown Springfield. 

The first year that the Eugene PorchFest was held 
was 2021, and it was a hit, organizer Eric Alterman says 
via email. “All of the shows sold out, and so many audi- 
ence members expressed enthusiasm for PorchFest 
for a second year,” he says. “We never doubted that we 
would bring it back for another season — it was more a 
question of ‘when’ than ‘if’” 

The Eugene PorchFest is working with the local 
nonprofit ArtCity, he adds, so it can take donations 
from individuals and businesses who want to support 
the festival. 

Eugene PorchFest features a variety of musical acts,

and Project Libracello). In creating this year's lineup, 
Alterman says, organizers followed the guiding principle 
of *musical abundance." 

There are more shows than last year's, which he says 
reflects the event's popularity, and there's diversity in 
the represented genres. *We include everything from 
classical music to experimental noise-rock, and musi- 
cal traditions from parts of the world including Mexico, 
Brazil, Zimbabwe, Senegal, the Balkans and more,” he says. 

The festival also includes the genre of “garage glam,” 
which Schatz uses to describe Titsweat. Formed in the 
summer of 2021, the band’s name was a joke at first, a 
description of the sort of sweat that the trio experienced 
when practicing in a hot room, she says.

And that fits with the band’s influences. 
Some of Titsweat's inspirations are '80s and 
'90s female rock stars, Schatz says, such as 
Kate Bush, Alanis Morissette, Bikini Kill and 
Sleater Kinney. 

“The priority of the music is catharsis,” 
Schatz says about the band's songs. *Some- 
times we like to play playful songs that are 
really fun and catchy, but we're not afraid 
to dig into more emotional material. It feels 
vulnerable at times, but people have a lot of 
fun at our shows." 

Schatz says Titsweat has been playing 
shorter, 30-minute sets on the local circuit — 
Old Nick's, Luckey's and other venues — but 
Eugene PorchFest is an opportunity to have 
an extended repertoire. And she says being 
agender diverse band, the queer community 
feels safe at its shows, so it’s a place for people 
to shake their bodies. 

Titsweat’s show in College Hill won’t be 
the only place to move your body. In addi- 
tion to several other musical acts, this year’s 
event has a movement component, which 
Altman says organizers envisioned from the 
beginning but wanted to keep the first year 
simple. One of the organizers, Amalia Coxe-Treiger, is a 
yoga teacher, he says, and has designed the movement 
portions and also leads some of the sessions. He adds that 
the movement workshops — ranging from Hatha yoga 
to voice-oriented exercises — are held in the mornings 
and afternoons and can mesh well with the shows later 
in the day to give festival-goers a complete experience. 

“Our overall intention as a festival has been to nour- 
ish the spirit of our community, born out of our collective 
experience of isolation during the COVID pandemic,” 
Altman says. “Hopefully some people who are drawn 
to one part of PorchFest will discover something new, 
whether that is a musical artist ora movement practice.” m

I'm a 31-year-old queer person living in Europe. I recently met a 46-year-old man. We 
were visiting the same city for work and met on an app and went on a series of amazing 
dates. We have a lot of similar interests and work in parallel fields. Now we're planning a 
trip to see each other. It's partly a work trip for him, but we will take a vacation together 
after the work part of the trip for him is over. To get to the point... he makes a lot more 
money than I do. He has offered to cover as much of the costs as he needs to. I feel like I’m 
out of my league here! I really like him and he seems to really like me but I’m struggling 
to fight feeling like this is a “Daddy and His Boy" situation. Do I need to fight that feeling 
or lean into it? It's not a dynamic he said he wants. I don’t mind if we agree that's what 
we are doing. But I don't want to fall into a Daddy/Boy dynamic accidentally because of 
money and "status." How do I date him like | would someone closer to my age and income? 

— Knowing Economic Position Tenuous 

If the Daddy/boy dynamic isn't something you want (if it doesn't turn you on and/or you 
worry it'll make things weird), and it isn't something he wants (assuming he didn't just say 
that because he thought it was what you wanted to hear), then you definitely shouldn't "lean 
into it." Instead, you should handle the expense of this trip the same way committed cou- 
ples with large income disparities split the rent. If you were making $50K a year and he was 
making $150K a year and you wanted to move in together but weren't ready to merge your 
finances, you should pay a quarter of the rent and he would pay three quarters of the rent. 
Same should go for utilities, food, and other expenses. 

But you're not moving in together, KEPT, you're just going on a vacation, so things can 
be a little looser. If you can afford to fly coach and he wants to fly first class, he should cover 
the difference between coach and first-class fares. If he wants to cover the hotel (a major 
expense), you should cover meals — maybe not all of them, particularly if he wants to eat in 
fancy places, but enough of them that it will be clear to you, to him, to your waiter, and to the 
angels and saints watching from heaven that you aren't a kept boy. (Nothing will make you feel 
less "kept" than pulling out your own credit card.) 

And the first part of the trip is for business and he would presumably be going with or 
without you, KEPT, you shouldn't feel guilty about not paying for meals or the hotel on that 
leg — a hotel room he would be staying in with or without you, meals he would be putting on 
his expense account with or without you — but maybe treat him to a surprise excursion on 
that leg of the trip that you can afford. (Assuming either of you wants to leave your hotel 
room at this stage of your relationship.) 

The kind of disparities you describe — in ages, incomes and the stages of your respective 
careers — are something almost all couples have faced — or in the case of income and career 
advancement, something most couples eventually face. But don't spend too much time think- 
ing about how you're going to make this work over the long-term; you just met, you really 
liked each other, and you're both willing to travel long distances to keep seeing each other. 
That should be your focus right now, KEPT. If he wasn't comfortable covering most of the 
expenses, he wouldn't have offered to do that. He could've spent his vacation time in the city 
where you live instead. Of course, there's a chance it was a trick offer — he offered to cover 
the expense of the trip expecting you would turn it down — and he's going to punish you in 
some passive-aggressive way for taking him up on it. If that happens, well, you can go back 
to dating boys closer to your age and tax bracket and/or well-off guys who don't play games.

So yeah, FAITH, there are kinky Christians 
out there. But instead of sitting at home alone wondering where your tribe is, get out there 
and find your tribe. Get on kinky dating apps, go to leather/fetish events, date some non-va- 
nilla guy, make some non-vanilla friends. If you find a welcoming tribe and it turns out you're 
the only believer, so long as no one judges or shames you, FAITH, join that tribe.
